SAN FrANctsco, Feb. 22.—[By the 
Associated Press.) The furious rain- 
storm from the southeast, which set 
in om Saturday morning, continued 
with unabated severity ail Saturday 
night and Sunday. Rain fell in tor- 
rents during frequent syualis, and the 
barometer continued falling. The di- 
rection of the wind in the bay changed 
from the southeast this morning to 
south, and increased in velocity at 
every moment, untilat5 p. m. it was 
blowing seventy miles an hour, Out 
on the bay the water was comparatively 
smooth, this being occasioned by the 
direction of the wind, but a strong 
tide was flowing, and this, with the 
heavy wind, made navigation difficult. 

No accidents of any moment were 
reported, although small vessels 
moored to the docks received a severe 
shaking up. A barge on the Mission 
flate, loaded with lumber, was capsized 
by the strong wind, and hercargo was 
strewn around for some distance. 


No one was. on board « at 
the ‘time. Ships at anchor 
in the bay held their ground 


pretty well, although they received the 
full force of the windand tide. There 
were only two arrivals during the day, 
the steamer Corona from San Diego 
and the steamer Acapulco from Pan- 
ama. 

Ferry-boats made all their trips on 
time, but there was very little travel 
either way. The high wind played 
havoc with the lumber piles on East 
street. Towing was dispensed with 
during the day, various movements 
being postponed until the wind 
abated. The departures were Aimaited 
to three steamers. 

Reports from all over the Coast 
show stormy weather and a con- 
tinued rainfall. The Signal Serv- 
ice reports the following rainfall 
during the past twenty-four hours: 
Olympia, .15; Portland, .27; Winne- 
mucca, .26; Red IMluff, 1.14; Sacra- 
mento, 1.10; San Francisco, .69; Fresno, 
.40; Los Angeles, 1.94; San Diego, .94; 
Yuma, .04. 

The Signal Officer says: “Rain or 
snow will continue in all districts dur- 
ing the night, and probably Monday 
will also be stormy in Northern 
California. Rain will continue 
on Monday in Southern California, 
Arizona and Nevada, with snow in the 
mountains, accompanied by high, 
southerly winds. During the present 
storm in California the winds have va- 
ried from thirty to fifty miles per 
jhour with a marked increase of the 
coast. 

This city has no telegraphic com- 
munication with the East tonight on 
account of the storm. 

TRAINS DELAYED. 

(Cal.,) Feb. 22.—After 
twelve hours of heavy snowing the 
storm changed to rain at 11 p. m. last 
night, since which time it has been 
heavy, continuous raivu. The north- 
bound express arrived today on time, 
but it is still held here on account of a 


rock slide a mile above here. 
Two work trains are at 
the slide, and with large forces 


of men are doing all possible to clear 
the track. They expect to let the 
south-bound express down this far to- 
night, when the north-bound train will 
goonup. There are several slides be- 
low here, sothe train for San Fran- 
cisco will be delayed. The snow is 
melting with the rain, and the river 
and streams are rising rapidly. 
STREAMS RISING.

A BALL BOYCOTT, 


THE AMERICAN ASSOCIATION IN 
TROUBLE, 


Its Secession from the National 
Agreement Causes Much 
Wrath—Rigorous Meas- 
ures Threatened. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

CHICAGO, Feb. 22.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.} The American Asso- 
ciation may wish before long that it 
had not been in such a hurry in getting 
out of the nationai baseball agreement 
and stirring up a rumpus. The Na- 
tional Board of Control met here yes- 
terday and declared war to the knife 
on the American Association. In a 
document the board says that pub- 
lished reasons for the secession of the 
Association cannot be regarded as 
more than pretexts. The  result- 
ing consequences .of its ill-advised 
action must rest on that body. By its 
own action it has annulled the ap- 
proval of all contracts with players, 
and the clubs have released ali men 
from reservation. ‘These players are 
now free to sign with any other na- 
tional agreement club. Furthermore 
a rigid boycott is declared against any 
club playing under the auspices of the 
American Association. 

In the conference preceding the 
drawing up of this pronunciamento it 
was stated that the Bierbauer-Stovey 
decision was only seized on by the As- 
sociation as a good excuse to pull out. 
A week before that decision their rep- 
resentatives had been trying to sign 
Pfeffer, Cooney, and other Chicago 


men, telling them that the Association 
was about to withdraw from the na- 
tional agreement; that it couldn’t 
last; that the League was going to the 


wall, and the Western Associa- 
tion would join hands with the 
American. The men quietly notified 


Spalding of all this. Already many 
provers, reserved by the Association, 
ave telegraphed their intention of 
standing by the national agreement. 
and the Association will probably find 
itself ina bad way for players when 
the season opens. 

The Nationa! League has telegraphed 
Thurman that they will stand by the 
national agreement, and a proposition 
has been received from a gentlemen, 
whose nameis kept quiet, to form a 
new league in the East to take the 
place of the Association. What will 
happen later depends upon whether 
the American Association expresses

ONLY A FEW SAVED. 


Later Account of the Wreck 
of the Elizabeth. 


Lost Their Lives. 


‘The I1l-fated Ship Went to Pieces @ 
Hours After Striking. 


The Captain of the Life-saving 
Crew Drowned While Going to 
the Rescue of the 
Doomed Saliors.

SAN Francisco, Feb. 22.—(By the 
Associated lress.| It is now known 
that the captain and seventeen sailors 
of the ship Elizabeth were drowned in 
last night's wreck. Details of the 


_ wreck are hard to obtain, as the point

accessible by sea, and to reach it by 
land a climl of several miles oves 
mountains is necegsary.

‘called Tennessee Cove, and is four

miles north of the entrance to the 
harbor in Marin county. 

The story of the wreck as told by one 
of the survivors is as follows: The 


ernoon, and Capt. Colcord decided toe 
sailin. The wind was blowing a fu- 
rious gale from the southwest, and 
finally the tug Monarch cane to the 
Elizabeth's assistance. The men say 
that assistance was refused because of 
exhorbitant charges asked by the tug. 
The tug Alert then made fast to the 
Elizabeth, but the hawser soon broke 
and the ship drifted before the wind 
towards shore. Just as @ second 
hawser was made fast she struck the 
rocks. Then Capt. Colcord lowered 4 
boat to take his wife and children 
off. As the boat struck the 
water it capsized, throwing three 
sailors, James Taken, George Hanna, 
and Brant Johnson into the water. 
They clung to the bottom of the boat 
and were picked up by the tug. The 
captain’s family was then loweredin 
auother boat and taken tothe tug by 
the mate and seamen. The boat re- 
turned tothe shipand its occupants 
perished with the restof the ship’s 
crew. 

Tho tugs were unable io get neer the 
ship, and late at night returned ta 
port, leaving the vessel to ita fate. 
Early this morning atug went to the 
scene of wreck and found that nothin 
wasleft of the Elizabeth. She bh 
gone to pieces during the night. 

As soon asthe wreck was reported 


last night, the Fort Point liie-saviages. 


crew, commanded by Capt. Henry, 
started ina lifeboat for the wreck. 
‘They were being towed by atug when 
Capt. Ilenry was washed overboard by 
a big waveand drowned. The life- 
boat could not get near the wreck 
and returned to the station. After 
that, about midnight lass night, 
the life crew was taken across the bay 
onatug, and started over the moun- 
tains to Tennessee Cove, with rockets, 
ropes and other apparatus. No report 
has been received from them, and itis 
not known if any men were rescued. 

Tbe Elizabeth was commanded by 
Capt. James Colcord, and carried @ 
crew of twenty-six men. She was 120 
days out from New York, and carried 
a cargo of assorted mercliandise, con- 
signed to Williams, Dimond & Co. 

For thirty-six hours the wind hag 
been blowing a furious gale, and is in- 
creasing in yioleuce every hour. Much 
damage has been done'to shipping in 
the harbor. 

The life-saving crew which started 
for the wreck over the hills from Sau- 
salito last night, returned this after- 
noon with news that five of the crew 
of the Elizabeth had been washed 
ashore alive at Bolinas Bay. They are: 
Firat Mate W. C. Barclay and seamen 
F.. Gruenwald, Car! Leffert, Louis Mur- 
ray and C. Ader. The five who escaped 
were found by people living in the vi- 
cinity and cared for. It is thought the 
rest of the crew, instead of being carried 
to the smooth waters of Lolinas Bay 
were dashedto pieces on the jagged 
rocks. ‘The Elizabeth went to pieces 
during the night and her cargo is dis- 
tributed aloug the coast for miles. 

Later—Hatry Smith, one of the 
life-saving crew, found the wreck at 
10:30 this morning. Ile found the 
ship’s remains to be a mass of rigging, 
timbers, boxes, cases and barrels, heave 
ing on the swell and surf, Amid the 
wreckage be saw three bodies of men 
tangled in the rigging. He tried to 
get some ranchers to belp to get the 
bodies out, but they refused and busied 
themselves in getting out plunder 
from the wreck. Smith managed to 
get one of the bodies, which was that 
of a Chinaman. 

The body of Capt. Charles Henry of 
the lifesaving crew, who was lost over- 
board last night, was found floating in

The life-saving crew encountered 
tremendous difficulties in reaching the 
scene of the wreck. They arrived at 
Sausalito after 12 o’clock witha car§ 
containing the life-saving apparatus. 
A Portugese stable-keeper was aroused, 
and altboughhe had fourteen horses 
in his barn, he stolidly refused to 
let the men have There- 
upon the life crew volunteered 
to drag the cart themselves. The men 
were rigged with a harness, and they 
pulled the cart through rain and mud 
fourteen miles over the hills to Ten- 
nessee Coye. The roads were rough 
and the men were nearly exhausted 
when they arrived at the cove about 4 
o’clock in the morning. When day- 
light came nothing could be seen of the 
wreck. Search was commenced, and’

STATE CHARITIES, 


Committee Reports on Los Angeles 
Institutions. 

From the joint report of the Assembly 
Committees on State Charitable and Reform- 
atory Institutions and on Public Buildiogs 
and Grounds, dated February 15, the follow- 
ipg paragraphs are taken: , 

STATE NORMAL SCHOOL AT LOS ANGELES. 

This building, although plain in architec- 
tural design, is attractive and substantial, 
towering prominentiy from its beautiful lo- 
cation on an eminence overieoking the city 
of Los Angeles, where nature has so lav- 
ishly bestowed her favors, making it impos- 
sible for the imagination to conceive a more 
desirable location for an institution of 
learning. ‘The grounds are beautiful, and 
in first-class order, and give evidence of 
care and good mauagewent, 

This school has grown beyond all antici- 
pation, and the present building is not ade- 
quate to accommodate the demand for ad- 
mission, The present capacity is limited to 
300, and the total applications handed in 
were 350; hence, fifty were unable to se- 
cure admission. 

This school is not asking for an appropri- 
ation for an additional class building, but 
they do ask fora sufficient sum to construct 
a laboratory, the same to be disconnected 
from the main building, which is eminently 
just and proper}by so doing, the space now 
occupied by this very important depart- 
meut of the school ean be used for ciass- 


class-rooms, and give additional space to 
the school proper. We recommend that 
the full amount asked, ten thousana dol- 
lars, be appropriated for the purpose of con- 
structing a laboratory, the same to be dis- 
connected from the main buildiug. We 
wake this latter recommendation tor the 
reasons that owing to the combustible 
nature of the chemicals used in making ex- 
periments, we deemit wise to use every 
reason.bie precaution to avert fire, whicl 
might involve the whole structure. . . 
SAN BERNARDINO INSANE ASYLUM. 

Your committee visited the site of the 
San Bernardino lnsane Asylum, -which is 
located about five miles south of the city of 
San Bernardino. Owing to the inability of 
the trustees to obtain a suitable site for the 
erection of the buildings for this institution 
immediately after the appropriation was 
made available, somewhat retarded progress. 
Excavations are now being made, and the 
work is rapidly progressing. 

Your committee has carefully examined 
into the general plans and specifications, 
and we unhesitatingly say thatthe same is 
complete in ali its parts, and when finished 
will be one of the first institutions of its 
kind in the State of California. 

REFORM SCHOOL FOR JUVENILE OFFEND- 
ERS, LOCATED” AT WHITTIER, LOS AN- 
GELES COUNTY. 

Your committee visited the Reform 
School at Whittier, Los Angeles county. 
A more worthy institution does not exist in 
California. It is here that the vicious 
youth of our great commonwealth is to be 
taken, and ought co become honest, useful 
and upright citizeus. Institutions of this 
character have been established in our 
sister States, and the-fesults have shown 
that over ninety percent, of the boys and 
girls that were on the road to degradation 
and ruin have gone out into the werld from 
these institutions, and have become good 
citizens, and have reflected honor and credit 
to the wiole cummunity. 

The main administration building is lo- 
cated on an eminence overlooking the beau- 
tiful San Gabriel Valley, and in this con- 
nection your committee desires to compli- 
ment the Board of ‘Trustees, Messrs. Her- 
vey Lindley, the president of the board, 
Hon. Joseph R. Lowe and Josiah Sims, for 
their honest endeavors and good judgment 
in securing the site upon which tue school 
is erected, and which is destined to become 
one of the grandest and most useful of our 
penal institutious. 

The wain aduwinistration building is the 
handsomest public building in the State, 
well built and convenient in all its parts, 
and we most respectfully refer each mem- 
per to the first report of the trustees fora 
clear and comprehensive statement of the 
various expenditures, which, in our opin- 
ion, bave been well spent. The general 
management, thus far, has come up to all 
expectations, and your committee has every 
reason to believe that the management will 
compare favorably with any other in the 


tate, 

We bave carefully examined the books 
and accounts, and find that they have been 
keptin acorrect and systematic manner, 
and that all expenditures of money have 
been judiciously expended. 

We bave carefully examined into each item 
of appropriation asked for, and your commit- 
tee is of the opinion that not one dollar has 
been asked at your hands that is not abso- 
lutely needed at the presenttime. And we, 
therefore, recommend that the sum of $173,- 
000 be appropriated for the special purposes 
as set forth in the bill.

MORTGAGE TAX. 


The Law of No Benefit’ to 
Anybody. 


THE RESULTS UNSATISFACTORY 


Contrast Between the Laws of Cal- 
ifornia and Illinois on the 
Subject—Some Perti- 
nent Points. 


The Chicago Tribune publishes»the fol- 
lowing communication relative to mortgage 
tax laws from a former resident of that 
city, now located at Santa Barbara: 

SANTA BARBARA (Ual.,) Feb. 7.—[Ed- 
itor of the Tribune.| I have noticed with 
interest several recent articles and commu- 
nications in your paper with reference to 
the attempt now being made to enact a 
“Mortgage Tax’’ law in Lilinois. 

Nearly three years ago I left my law 
practice in Chicago, on the advice of my 
physician, and have since then resided in 
our “American Italy.” During this period 
I have had considerable experience with 
mortgages, and have particularly examined 
the law of California relating to the taxa- 
tion of mortgages and noted its practical 
results. Cumparing the California revenue 
system in this respect with the laws now in 
force in Lllinois on this subject, | unhes- 
itatingly have come to the conclusion that 
the “Mortgage Tax” law is of no real ben- 
efit to eee Ine Allow me to note a few of 
the thoughts which have occurred to me. 

1. The law produces inequality in assess- 
ments. Here. as in Lllinvis, the assessor 
does not usually assess property at its full 
cash value. Though higher than in Chi- 
cage the assessment will seldum, if ever, 
rech one-half the market value. If my 
property is worth #5000 it may then be as- 
sessed for $1500 to $2000, provided there isno 
mortgage on it. My neighbor has a lot of 
the same value, but he has borrowed $2500 
onit. The assessor notes this fact from 
the record. Generally he will then assess 
the mortgage at $2500, and sometimes even 
assess a surplus value to the owner. In 
some parts of the StateI understand the offi- 
cers so construe the law that they will in 
every instance assess the mortgage at its face 
value, inthis county know that some- 
times the assessor will assess the mortgage 
at less than its face value, and thus make 
the assessment more nearly just. However, 
the tendency in all cases where the property 
is mortgaged, isto value the mortgage at 
its face, and the reverse is the exception. 
The very fact that the mortgagee has lent 
$2500 on the land is proof that it is worth 
more than thatsum. He could not come be- 
fore a board of equalization with good grace 
and claim that he had advanced more than 
the cash value of the security. In practice 
he never dves object, for he, the mortgagee, 
does not actually pay the tax, as will 
show. Hence the man whose property is 
incumbered bears a heavier burden of tax- 
ation than his neighbor. 

WHO PAYS THE TAX. 

When I first arrived here and was in- 
formed that the mortgage notes were made 
out at 10 to 12 per cent. interest I consid- 
ered the rate very hich. I soon learned, 
however, that from 1!¢ to 2 per cent. was 
always added on account of the tax. The 
expression note is to bear or “10 
percent, net” is current. The mortgage- 
tax law is here incorporated in the consti- 
tution and the Solons who devised it pro- 
vided in this constitution that no contract 
whereby the mortgageor agrees to pay the 
tax should be valid, But you cannot thus 
fix the rate of interest by law. ‘The lender 
is willing to put out his money at 8 or 10 
per cent. net. Consequently he draws the 
note so thatit bears 10 or 12 per cent. in- 
terest. Hethus collects the tax from the 
owner of the property, a it interest, 
then, calling it tax, pays itto the col- 
ector. 

“ut,” some would say, “our usury laws 
would, ip Lilinois, prevent an increas® in 
the rates.”’ California has no usury laws. 
In Lilinois your 5 and 6 per cent. mort- 
gages would, after the passage of the law, 
be renewed at 7 and 8 per cent. If you 
reduced the legal rate below 8 per cent, 
capital would seek other fields for invest- 
ment. 

3. The lender makes a trifleon the taxes. 
The rate of taxation is not known when 
the mortgage is executed. The mortgagee 
must guess at it in order to fix the rate of 
interest. He must be secure. What is 
more natural than that he adds tothe net 
rate which he is willingto lend his money 
at, the highest tax rate he deems it prob- 
able will be levied. Generally, therefore 
(the rate not always being the higheést,) 
he gains the difference. Then, again, 
the interest is generally at a_ rate 
not fractional—9, 10, 11, or 12 per cent. The 
tax rate isapt to be between 1 and 2 per 
cent. ‘The mortgagee has added, however, 
2 per cent to his net rate, and thus realizes 
the fractional percentage. ‘Those expe- 
rienced in mortgage loans will see at once 
that the iender will be rarely caught in this 
tax business, 

THE LAW NECESSITATES SHORT LOANS. 

Mortgages are carely made here for 
longer than one ortwo years. This is in- 
convenient for the investor who does not 
wish to constantly change bis securities, It 
entails trouble and expense on the mort- 
gageor resulting from the extension of the 
joav. But how could an investor fix the 
tax rate when determiving the rate of in- 
terest for a number ol years ahead? He 
will take norisks. He makes short loans, 
as a rule, and thus protects himself. 

4. Of late years many borrowers in 
Chicago have Succeeded in having a clause 
inserted in their mortgages allowing’ them 
to make partial payments. Such agree- 
ments would not be so readily granted 
under the proposed law. Let me illustrate: 
The tax 1s levied April l. 1 hold a mort- 
gage for one year for $5000 on a lot. The 
mortgage, dated, say, March 1, is in ex- 
istence Aprill, and I am assessed $5000 
for it. If the partial payment clause had 
been inserted in the instrument, the 
mortgagee might come on April 2 and 
pay off a large part of the mort 
gage; or, if he had _ the privilege, 
might pay the entire debt. 1, the lender 
have received one month’s interest, but 
must pay a tax of 2 per cent on $5000, This 
clearly will not do. I could not insert a 
provision in the partial payment clause 
compelling the mortgagee to pay the tax 
for such provision would illegal. t 
might make an agreement fixing a ry + 
bonus in case of partial payment; but if the 
payment is made ata time when the year 
for which the tax is levied is nearly ended 
this would not be just to the mortagee, as 
he pays on the increased interest 
for that year. How thea arrange it? Here 
isa nuttocrack for some of my Chicago 
brethren, who examine abstracts and draw 
mortgages, if your law is passed. 

IS THE LAW DESIRED BY THE LENDER? 

7. It might seem from the foregoing that 
only the borrower suffers from the law, and 
that the lender desires it, as it gives him 
opportunity to make a few dollars now and 
then from the increased rate of interest. 
This is not the fact, however. In my expe- 
rience the mass of men who lend money on 
wortgages afte conservative. ‘They seek 
this mode of investment as being the near-| 
est thing toa certainty which is offered. 1 
ain convinced that this mortgage law keeps 
much eastern money out ef California. If 
1 were to solicit money from Chicago capi- 
talists, to be invested in wortgages here, 
they wou!d not be satished with my state- 
ment that they would get 8 or 9 per cent.

Why One Chicago Man Did Not Put 
In Any Money. 
_ The troubles of the Pacific Railway Com- 
pany still fillmuch spacein the Chicago 
papers, and Mr. Holmes, the ex-president, 
is catching iton all sides.

who lost fn the transaction. One of the 


stories was partieulariy interesting, from the . 


fact that it related to a Board of Trade man 
who did not lose money in the deal, 

The member referred to is one of the 
wealthiest and most successful of the 
heavier traders. As he is a modest man 
his identity will be concealed by referring 
te him as plain Smith. 

Smith has lived on the South Side a good 
many years. Four or five years ago a man 
who had been barn boss os foreman or 
something of that sort for the Chicago City 
Railway threw up his position with the 
company and went into the livery business, 
Smith knew him, and being interested in 
his success bought a horse for $1000 or so, a 
buggy for $250, and harness and equip- 
ments in keeping with the rest of the turn- 
out, and put it in charge of the liveryman. 

Frequently the ex-barn boss drove his 
patron down to business, and on one of 
these occasions, in crossing Wabash ave- 
nue, one of the cable trains slid into the 
outfit and completely demolished it, the 
occupants barely escaping with their lives. 
The horse came outof it with a broken 
leg and had tobe shot. The buggy was a 
sad heap of splintered wood and twisted 
iron. ‘The wreck representad a loss to 
Smith of nearly $1500, and naturally, after 
assuring himself that he aud his com- 
panion were vot seriously hurt, his 
thoughts turned to the matter of dawages. 

The accident was eagraeeaeny the 
faultof the gripman: and as this was so 
palpably the case, Smith’s driver, the ex- 
cable road wan, suggested that the matter 
could no doubt be satisfactorily arranged by 
callingon Mr. Holmesand simply stating 
the case. Mr. Holmes’ fairness in these 
matters was so well known that -he did uot 
doubt for a moment that the company 
would reimburse Mr. Smith for his loss. 

So they went at once to Mr. Holmes, who 
was found at the familiar desk in the com- 
pany’s office.

Gen. McCook’s Eloquent and Feeling 
Eulogy of Gen. Shérman. 


Gen. Rollins on the Life and Ser- 
_ vices of Admiral Porter—Judge _ 
Smith’s Address on 
Geo. Washington. 


There were present at 2 o’clock in Simp- 
son Tabernacle yesterday afternoon about 
1500 people to take part in the Sherman- 
Porter memorial services, which was the 
most interesting event of the kind held in 
this city for a long time past. The services 
were listened to by the best people in the 
city and the delivery of ths principal ad- 
dresses by Gens. McCook and Rollins was 
listened to with rapt attention. 

The committee of arrangements teared in 
the forenoon that the heavy rain-storm 
would cause the attendance to be light, and 
there was some talk about a postponement, 
butthe turnout was almest as good ag it 
would have been had the day been clear, 
and the committee should be perfectly satis- 
tied with their success, — 

THE DECORATIONS. 

The ladies of the various Relief Corps 
spent several hours Saturday decorating 
the interior of the magnificient building, 
and their work showed to good advantage 
yesterday. 

The main stage and pulpit were covered 
with rich and costly floral pieces of artistic 
design, and the pillars and balconies were 
draped with American flags and white 


and biack bunting. The huge alabaster. 


urns that stand to the right and leftof the 
pulpit were filled with beautiful calla lilies 
and were draped with ferns. The Seventh 
Regiment flag was draped and had a promi- 
vent place above the stage.

GEN. MCCOOK’S SPEECH. 

“Comrades of the Grand Army of the 
Republic, companions of the Loyal Le- 
gion, officers and men of the National 
(iuard of Catifornia, ladies and gentle- 
men: During the pdst ten days our hearts 
have been thrilled .by the news that 
our comrade, our friend, Gen, Wil- 
liam ‘Teeumseh Sherman, had been 
stricken with disease. Laterthe telegraph 
anuounced that vur bero, who had never 
quailed in battle, had surrendered his spirit 
to the God who gave it, and but yesterday 
his body was committed to earth beside his 
beloved wifein Calvary Cemetery, at St. 
Louis. Tbus has fallen one of the greatest 
men of the age. 

*4 man, as soldier and citizen, Gen. Sher- 
mau had scareeiy an equal. He was 
sessed of agenius that gave him the mas- 
tery over the emergencies ip his eventful 
lite; with ability that made him the peer of 
any map, and, above ail, with a heart so 
tender that affection flowed from it whea 
auy of its chords were touched by contact 
with those who were in need of his sym- 
pathy. 

man, bis hizghsense of honor made 
him a model for the world, bis sense of 
justice made him a safe adviser for all; his 
courtesy, his simplicity of life, his gentle- 
ness of manner, made him a welcome guest 
in every household, for no man or woman 
knew Gen, Sherman who did not feel hon- 
ored in the acquaintance; none entered his 
presence without having experienced enjoy- 
ment and felt the better for having had per- 
sonal knowledge of him. .

“One of the best traits of bis character 
was the reverence he always expressed for 
his mother. 1 have often Qeard him speak 
of her in terms of affection, of the hard 
struggle she had in her widowhood, with 
but small income to provide for her large 
family of children. 

“When grown to manhood he never ne- 
giected his duty to her. When a young 
ieutenant in the army, with but $65.50 per 
month as salary, he sent his mother #200 
per year to assistin her support, aod this 
eontinued until the necessity ceased. 
mention these simple facts as a reminder 
of what a good son he was. 

“I have also heard him speak of ‘his boy- 
hood pranks, when he and James. Blaine, 
John Sherman avd Gen. Thomas Ewing

g them. 

. “Gen, Sherman was a devoted husband 


ng 
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and a most affectionate father; tenderness 
and devotion tothe members of his house- 
hold was the precept. He leaves to mourn 
his loss a family of six children with eight 
grandchildren.” 

Gen. McCook then gave the historical 
.Duints of the dead hero’s career. Getting 
down to the war of the rebellion, he said: 

“If the of 1861 Gen. Sherman 
‘was visited by the then Secretary of War 
ane the adjutant-general of the army, he 
being a brigadier-genera! of volunteers, sta- 
tioned in Kentucky. This proved an 
eventful period in Sherman’s career, for 
having communicated with these gentlemen 
the information he had obtained of the 
magnitude of the hostile preparations be- 
i d his intimate 

topographical 
featnres surrounding his theater of military 
operations, he roid them that in order to be 
successfulin what he was directed to ac- 
complish, there would be needed at once 
100,000 men in his military department 
alone. These doughty soldiers mistook bis 
wisdom for madness, and in consequence 
relieved him from command. The loyal 
soldier obeyed, taking a subordinate com- 
mand near St. Louis.”” The General then 
detailed the grand records of Sherman’s 
triumphs during the civil war. 

“Gen. Sherman,” said he, continuing, 
“stated in 1863 that the Confederates had 
placed Richmond and Petersburg in such a 
State of defense that he did no believe that 
Lee’s army could be driven from there until 
one of the western armies approached this 
stronghold from the south. So let the 
doubting Thomases and would-be critics 
continue their discussion as to who planned 
the campaign to the sea. We know that 
Gen. Sherman with his army executed it. 
To him and this army be all the giory. 

“Gen, Sherman was most considerate to 
subordinates in command. He was always 
accessibie to those who had business with 
him. When in the field these traits were so 
marked by attention and solicitude for bis 
men that they soon gave him the affection- 
ate cognomen of “Uncle Billy,” of which 
he was ever afterward proud. 

‘There has been a discussion by military 
men and writers as to the genius and ability 
displayed the prominent generals of the 
late war. ithout disparaging any, it is 
not too much to say that Gen. Sherman, in 
proportion to the opportunities held by him, 
stands out in bold relief from this great 
galaxy of men. 

“Yes. comrades, our hero has thrown a 
banner of glory across the continent, for the 
principles for which he fought are as dear to 
the people of these Pacific States as to those 
whoinhabit the eee valley or the 
States beyond the Alleghapies. 

“Whatof this glory! ‘to whom does it 
belong? He has bequeathed it to the survi- 
ving members of the armies that fought to 
preserve this union of States; to the men 
who stepped tothe music of the Union, 
whether made bythe shrill fife, ‘stirring 
drum, bugle note or by cannon shot or shell, 
upon the battlefield, allare heirs in common 
to this glory, and may God continue you in 
health to enjoy the legacy. 

“Gen, Sherman was resplendent in citi- 
zenship. Hisintense loyalty to the institu- 
tions of his country, to the flag and to all it 
represents, with an unbounding confidence 
inthe people. ... 

“He had but one ambition. That was to 
serve his country tothe best of his ability. 
'To thisend he kept every thought of his 
brain, every sentimentof his heart, every 
nerve and every muscle of his body trained 
-upon the road leading to the suppression of 
rebellion in our land, in order that the gov- 
ernment ofthe people, by the people and 
for 4g people should not perish from the 
earth. 


“During the war he held = no 
vain allurements for promotion, work- 
ing without care for or thought of 


reward, believing that, did he do his whole 
duty, the country would not be ungrateful. 
He never permitted the Presidential bee to 
restin his chapeau, though swarms were 
sent after him, believing he could bold him- 
self nearer the people and his old comrades 
as general, than as President. 

“Gen, Sherman’s mind was stored with a 
knowledge of events connected with the 
history of our country. He was full of 
reminiscences of the early settlers, always 
in full sympathy with the heroism and dan- 
gers they had to undergo. eing an excep- 
tionally good conversationalist, he became 
the attraction of the circle, when sur- 
rounded by friends and admirers. : 

“He was charitadle in mind as well as 
purse—and the appeals made to him, 
amounting annually to ten times his income, 
gave him distress when not able to respond. 

‘He was unselfish to a degree. His Spar- 
tan simplicity in camp and on the march 
was an example to all, for he seemed to be 
able to go farther with fewer personal com- 
torts than any of his men. Always ready to 
share what he had with his comrades, the 
soldier was indeed honored who held close 
official relations with him. .. . 

“And today, how changed the conditions, 
how different, the scene. But, comrades, 
whilst we shall never upon earth stand 
tace to face with our loving friend, nor 
again hear words of cheer from his in- 
spiring stongue, we, can be with him in 
spirit. 

*‘Weean keep his memory green in. our 
hearts by always indulging the hope that 
the for which he fought may 
endure as long as the brunze and granite of 
his monument.” 

Atthe conclusion of his remarks Gen. 
McCook’s sentiment was applauded. 

The “Battle Hymn of the Kepublic’’ was 
sung, after which Gen. H. G. Kollins was 
introduced, and delivered the oration upon 
Admiral D. D. Porter. Gen. Rollins said: 

Mr. President, Companions and Com- 
rades, Ladies and Gentlemen: It is 
befitting and proper that here, upon 
this tar western sbore of our com- 
mon country, the surviving com- 
panions and comrades of the army and 
navy, the Loyal Legion of the United 
States and the Grand Army of the Repub- 
lic, should unite with the officers and men 
of the regular army and the National Guard 
of California—with the Relief Corps and 
the Sons of Veterans, and with all good cit- 
izens, and should here upon this holy day, 
in this temple dedicated to the sores? of 
Almighty God, pay the last memorial tribute 
of respect and love to the memory and the 
character—to the service and the fame of 
the departed heroes, who, during the terri- 
‘ble conflict, upheld the national flag upon 
the land, and prevented its drooping in the 
troubled waters of the sea. 

it is a happy coincident thatthese simple 
memorial services should occur upon the 
anniversary of the birth of our first great 
national hero, who, without any lineage of 
name or heritage of title, became nf worthy 
service and heroic deed the head of a great 
nation, “first in war, first in peace and first 
in the hearts of his countrymen.” 

By worthy service and heroic deed, the 
first of the great triumvirate of American 
generals rose from the vendor of wood ina 
western city to be commander of a nation’s 
armies, twice President of the Republic; 
and then, later on, greeted by uncovered 
royal heads in all the earth’s great palaces 
as the welcome guest of kingdoms and em- 
pires, and at.last died bemoaned and be- 
loved by the loyal millions of his couatry- 
men. 

By worthy service and heroic deed, he of 
the dashing horse—the matchless Sheridan— 
the harbinger of the very genius of enthu- 
siasm to desponding troop; upon the battle- 
field—the Murat of our war, 
lieutenant at a frontier post, the com- 
mander-in-chief of the military forces 
of the United States, and died 
with his memory warm in the hearts 
of a proud and grateful ple. 

By worthy heroic deed the 
last of the mighty trio, he who has been so 
eloquently eulogized by Gen. McCook, he 
who was known to more American men and 
women, to more American boys and giris 
than any other man, and “none knew him 
but to love,’”’ rose from humble employment 
to the command ofthe army. 

By worthy service and heroic deed the 
great bero of our navy, with reference to 
whose service and character has been as- 
signed me the duty of saying a word. rose 
from an unknown midshipman to waik, in 
supreme authority, the quarter deck of an 
Awerican mau-of-war and then to be ad- 
miral of the navy when the hattie-ships of 
the Kepublic, respected and honored, rode 
the peaceful waters of the round world. 

‘The people know less of a naval hero than 
they do of the successful commasder of an 
army. ‘The reason for this is, in part, that 
his individual heroism is displayed within 
the narrow confines of a floating citadel 
and not upon the broad field of the evolu- 
tion of contending columns.: His services 
are woré hazardous than those of the com- 
mander of an army,inasmuch as the security 
of being upon the water is less tham that of 
being upon the land. 
eatmiral David Dixon Porter’s days were 
_of immense vaiue to the country which gave 
him birth and in whose service he was for 
the period of sixty-four years. His father 
wee a cistinguished naval officer of the war 
of 1812, ° 

Porter was a map of somewhat imperious 
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bearing, dogmatic in his opinions, of mas- 
terly determination, of unyielding purpose. 
Porter insisted that Fort Fisher should not 
be abandoned, notwithstanding the previets 
failure to take it. He sailed up before it 
with the greatest armada that ever as 
saulited an earthly fortress. lt is unneces- 
gary to say that the fort wastaken. (He 
always took everything he assaulted—ex- 
cept Ben Butler.) 

He was a inan fruitful in resources. He 
sent his Quaker gunboat, made of an old 
scow, pork barrels, abandoned canoes for 

uarter-boats, and a mud furnace, down 
the Mississippi, and laughed to see 
rebels bombard it. In the meantime the 
Indianola, which the Confederates bad cap- 
tured, was destroyed by themselves before 
they discovered the joke being played upon 
them by the Yankee commodore, 

In the opening up of the Lower Missis- 
sippi, immediately after the captnre of New 
Orleans by Admirai Farragut, Commodore 
Porter played an important part. The 
story has been portrayed in poetry and em- 
baimed in 

Two forts—Fort St, Philip and Fort Jack- 
son—one on either side of the Mississippi, 
belched forth the fire of hell as Porter 
opened upon them with his mortar boats; 
and the torrents of shot and shel! made one 
think that the very ends of tate were 
snapping, that worlds were being crushed 
like bubbles, and that the Great Father of 
Waters was a river of flame. 

Porter’s flag-ship passed the burning em- 
bers of the vanquished forts with the Stars 
and Stripes flying in supreme authority from 
the fore, the mizzen, and the peak, and 
the thunder had ceased echoing from the 
broad-sides. 

Four times during the warthe Congress 
of the United States thanked Admirai Por- 
ter for his distinguished services, and no 
gratitude was ever more worthily bestowed, 
or more richly deserved. 

Porter was a inany-sided man. 
fight a fleet of mortar boats or he could 
write a book. The bluff old sea-dog lim- 
bered up, as you would limber up a piece 
of artillery, and wrote, nota naval book or 
history, but a romantic stery which was 
dramatized. [think he wasthe author of 
five books, some of them naval and histor- 
ical, all worth reading. 

One distinctive feature of the character 
of Admiral Porter, and a charming one, 
was his loyalty, his fidelity, his devotion to 
the Union cause. Others might waver; 
others might hesitate; others might falter, 
but be was like the rock of Gibralter 
against which all the waves and currents of 
discussion might beat and slash, but he w 
there firm as the Eternal. To him the ulfi- 
mate success of the Confederacy was as im- 
possible as it would be to. stop the yearly 
procession of the seasons or the sun in his 
daily course. ‘The union of the States was 
to remain upon the foundation of the 
fathers, one and inseparable. 

Io all the relations of domestic life which 
go to make up a finely-moulded and nicely- 
rounded: character, he wasall that man 
should be. 

As we drop the tear of sorrow and strew 
the flowers of remembrance upon the pew 
made grave of our dear, grand and immor- 
tal Sherman, let us not forget that the flag 
fying at half mast from every naval station 
of the country, and from every navai ship 
of the Republic upon all our waters and in 
all our harbors, tells us that the lastof our 
great and beloved naval heroes, as well as 
of our military chieftains, has joined that 
great procession of companions and com- 
rades which is marching to that realm to 
which the nations, races and peoples of the 
earth are foreordained and predestinated 
by the Great Maker of worlds, the Architect 
of the universe, the Great Father of us all. 

“GEORGE WASHINGTON.” 

Judge B. N. Smith was then introduced. 
He delivered an address upon “(ieorge 
Washingtoo.” Judge Smith talked briefly 
about the greatest of all national characters. 
No century, said he, that the world has ever 
known has ever been impressed with the 
memory of ene man as has the present 
century with the name of Washington. Al- 
exander, Cwsar, Bonaparte, all perished as 
wellasthe dynasties which they founded. 
But Washington, the father of this country, 
builded a nation which will live forever. 
Washington understood the opportunity 
and responsility which rested upon him. 

Judge Smith pictured the character of the 
great general and statestinan. He told how 
he was among the first to crystallize the 
greatest sentiment of the age, equal rights 
w all men. 

The address of Judge Smith was eloquent 
and well considered. When he closed he 
was loudly applauded.

THE RAIN. 


A Fall of two Inches, Bringing the 
Total up to 9.05 Inches. 

The rain continued steadily all day yes- 
terday, at times coming down in torrents, 
but so far as known, no serious damage re- 
sulted, only a few shade trees being blown 
down, fences washed out and front yards 
flooded. There was no interruption of 
street-car serviee, either horse or cable, nor 
was any damage reported on the railroads, 
with the exception of the washing out of 
the approaches of the Glendale raliroad 
bridge over the Arroyo Seco,in East Los 
Angeles. 

Street Superintendent Llutchinson was 
out for the greater part of the day, and had 
his deputies also at work looking after the 


weak piaces in the levee and also 
had several gangs at work at places 
that required immediate attention. 


There was aforce of men all day at 
the east approach of the Seventh-street 
bridge, as it was feared that it might go 
out. A force of men was also at the Summit- 
avenue bridge. 

The greatest inconvenience was experi- 
enced at the various street intersections, 
where the streets were covered with: water, 
caused pA ny partial filling of the storm 
drains. he sewers were already full of 
water, 60 that it is hardly probable that any 
further damage will resultin this quarter, 
although it is impossible to tell just what 
eondition the work isin until after the rain, 
when a thorough examination can be made. 

Up to5 o’clock yesterday afternoon the 
rainfall for the previous twenty-four hours 
was 1.95 inches, making the total for the 
season 9.05 inches. As it has been raining / 
steadily since, the total! is probably 10 inches 
by this morning, 

Late last evening the local Signal Ob- 
server received a telegram from Sau Fran- 
cisco giving the forecast for the next twen- 
ty-four hours as follows: High southerly 
winds; rain thoughout the State Monday. 

As usual, there was considerable talk 
about the river, but at dark last evening 
the bed was not covered, although quite a 
stream was runningalong the levee on the 
other side, 

The telegraph wires were working very 
badly last evening, but no serious breaks 
were reported.

The wholesale pardoning of convicts | 
by Gov. Waterman, and the scandals 
connected with the management of 
San Quentin bave direeted much -at- 
tention to the subject of penology. If 
prisoners are, in some cases, to be let 
out of jail before their time is up, 
there should certainly be a definite 
system about the business. Pardons 
or paroles should go by merit, not by 
favor. 

As a means to the attainment of this 
end Clara Foltz has prepared and 
caused to be introduced in the Legis- 
lature by Senator McGowan, a bill for} 
the parole of and government of paroled 
prisoners. It is something after the 
style of the ticket-of-leave system, 
which has bean in force for many years 
in England. The bill also embodies 
the salient features of the New York 
and QOhio parole. laws, which have 
worked satisfactorily. | 

The bill provides for the appointment 
by the Governor of a board of com- 
missioners for the parole of prisoners 
atSan Quentin and another for Fol- 
80m, the warden and physiciau of the 
prisons to be ex-officio members of the 
board. The commissioners are to serve 
without pay, but to be allowed neces- 
sary traveling and iucidental expenses, 
not to exceed $300 eachinayear. At 
any meeting of the board, a prisoner 
who has served the minimum term pre- 
scribed by law for the crime of which 
he was convicted, or who has served at 
least one year of a term of years where 
there is no minimum term prescribed, 
or who bas served at least six months 
ot a sentence for a minimum term, or 
five years of asentence for life, when 
there isno minimum term,is to be 
given an opportunity to appear and 
apply for his releaseupon parole. The 
ect then proceeds: 


ifthe board of commissioners to which 
application is made shall believe that the 
applicant for release upon parole hae re- 
formed, and if so released will be able to 
provide for and support himseif, and will 
obey the law and conform to the rules and 
regulations made by said board for his 
guidance, them such board of comwmiission- 
ers shall authorize the release of such ap- 
plicant upon parole; and such applicant 
shall thereupon be released by the warden 
of such prison and be allowed to go upon 
parole outside of the prison walls and in- 
closure; but such prisoner while so on pa- 
role shall remain and be in the legal cus- 
tody and under the control of such board, 
and subjectatany time to be returned tu 
prison upon the order of such board, or the 
president thereof; and full power to retake 
and reimprison any convict so upon parole, 
is hereby conferred. on such boards, and 
upon the presidents thereof, whose written 
order, certified by its secretary, shall be 
sufficient warrant for any person or peace 
officer named therein to authorize such offi- 
certoreturn to actual custody any condi- 
tionally released or paroled prisoner, and 
itis hereby made the duty of ail officers to 
execute such warrants the same as ordinary 
criminal process. if any prisoner s0 pa- 
roled shall laave the State, he shall be held 
as av escaped prisoner and arrested as such. 


Whenever any paroled prisoner is 
retaken into custody for violation of 
the rules and regulations, the board 
is at once to hold an investigation and 
can retain the prisoner in custody, re- 
fusing to hear avy application from 
him for bis release upon parole for a 
period of six months. The act does 


not impair the power of the Governor 
to grant a pardon or commutation in 
any case. 

On a first inspection it would appear 
that this bill makes things too easy 
for the criminal, especially as the Gov- 
ernor still retains the pardoning 
power. There are, however, doubtless 
many cases in which the power created 
might be justly used with benefit to 
the criminal and the State. The chief 
feeling against the measure will proba- 
bly arise from the fact that really incor- 
rigible criminals have been treated far 
too leniently in California. Still, that 
is no reason why the hopeful class of 
wrongdoers should be refused a rea- 


ARE WE ALL EATERS? 


If we are to believe all we are told 
on the subject—and much of it is 
doubtless true—so many threatening 
hidden dangers surround human life 
from the cradie to the grave that the 
wonder is, not that so many die before 
their time, but that any of usever get 
beyond the cradle. It is well known 
that the water we drink—some of us— 
andthe air that all of us have to’ 
breathe, whether we like it or not, 
swarms With living germs of a more or 
less noxious character. A Brabmin, 
whose religion forbade him to destroy 
life, committed suicide after he had, 
for the first time, been shown a drop of 
water though a microscope. 

The latest danger to which our at- 
tention is called is the general use of 
arsenic in the arts and manufactures. 
Some ladies are said to eat arsenic for 
the sake of giving them a clear, pale 
‘interesting’? complexion. Today, 
however, the fashion very sensibly 
runs in the direction of ruddy cheeks; 
so that thereis not even that ques- 
tionable use for the drug. If some facts 
that were broughtoutina discussion 
by the Homepathic Medical Society 
of Massachusetts are well proved, it 
does seem invidious to make every 
apothecary who sells the smallest 
quantity of arsenic label it ‘*poison,”’ 
when large quantities are used with- 
out restriction in the arts and manu- 
factures and are diStributed in such 
forms that the. people are altogether 
unaware of the existence of any 
peril. Two grains of this virulent 
poison are enough to occasion death, 
yet Dr. Talbot stated that be had just 
seen a wrapper of checkerberry loz- 
enges which contained that amount of 
the poison. There has been for some 
time’ an uneasiness as tothe use of 
green wall-papers and carpets, because 
ofan apprehension tbat they might 
contain arsenic, but it appears that 
green is not the only color to be 
viewed with suspicion. The poisonous

The poison is found in paint, porce- 
tain, tapestry, dress goods and even in 
confectionery. Dr. Talbot said: 

We have beard this evening of various 
articies of domestic use into which arsenic 
is incorporated, We sleep in bedrooms the 
wails of which are hung with paper filled 
With arsenic. Our most beautiful draperies 
are equally loaded with this poison. We 
Sit Upou sofas that every time they are com- 
pressed throw into the almosphere this 
same poison. We wearclotiuing containing 


sonable chance to reform. 


Nor isit only in wall papers | 


taining this same death-dealing drug. 
Their playthings are rendered more beauti- 
ful and attractive by this very poison. The 
papers ip which their bon-bons and candies 
are enveloped are colored with arsenical 
preparations. Even the utensils in which 
our food is cooked are sometimes lined with 
this potson. 


The slow and insidious way in which 
the poison acts when it is taken into 
the system with the air that is 
breathed, makes it the more necessary 
to protect the community from the 
danger. It may be months or years be- 
fore the real cause of the maladies oc- | 
casioned in this way are discovered, 
the soreness of the throat, the difficult | 
breathing, the nausea and weakness 
thus occasioned being meanwhile at- 

These facts certainly justify the so- 
ciety, and the Bostou Journal which 
reports its proceedings, in declaring 
that the State should pass such laws as 
will properly restrict the manufacture | 
and sale of all articles for donréstic 
use, by providing among other things 
that such articles shall be clearly and 
legibly marked to show that they con- 
tain poison. 


THE CITRUS FAIR, 


The coming Southern California 
Citrus Fair promises to bea decided 
success and to surpass all its prede- 
cessors. All the leading orange grow- 
ing counties have manifested an in- 
clination to make good displays, in 
spite of the feeble efforts of some fool- 
ish folk tointroduce a county-division 
boycott. The Executive Committee 
announces that every display must be 
ready for inspection by noon of March 
8. Application for space must be 
made before the 26th inst. Exhibits 
will be hauled by the railroads for half 
rates. Truckmen have been engaged 
to haul goods from the depot. Every 
box of goods should be plainly marked 
with the name of the exhibitor and 
locality. All material for the frame- 
work of designs will be furnished by 
the management. For purposes of 
decoration oranges averaging 200 to 
the box should be used. Limes and 
Tangerines will be found especially 
serviceable.

EXTREME UNCTION. 
Something About the Last Rites of 
the Catholic Church. 
What is “extreme unction?” This 
query has been asked a great many 
times since it was brought to public 
notice by the deplorable newspaper 
discussion anent a scene in the death 
chamber of Gen. Sherman. It was 
charged, it will be remembered, that 
while the dying warrior was uncon- 


‘scious the members of his family 


caused the Catholic rite of extreme 
unction to be. administered to him, 
notwitlistanding the asserted fact that 
he bad no affiliations with that re- 
ligion. 

Au answer to the question pro- 

ounded is furnished by a Catholic. 

tisone of the geyen sacraments of 
the Catholic church, and the one 
which is supposed to be the least es- 
sential to salvation, and bence the lat- 
est acquisition to the list of sacraments. 
Millious of Catholice have died before 
it was added to the sacraments of the 
church, and every day  thous- 
ands of poorer Catholics depart 
this life without the final consolation 
which it is believed to impart, 
in the opinion of the faithful. Very 
few rich people, however, are allowed 
to die without the opportunity being 
found, under some preteuse or other,to 
administer the sacrament, and at the 
same time to ascertain in what condi- 
tion of mind they are when about to 
quit this world, and particularly in 
what shape they have left their finan- 
ces aud mundane affairs in general. 

It is, in facet, the final rite of the 
church and according to the creed 
must, in order to be effective, be pre- 
ceded by the person to whom it is ad- 
ministered, partaking of both the sac- 
rament of confession and holy com- 
munion. No Catholic believes that it 
remits mortal sins, and in the cases of 
sick persons who may have committed 
some venal sins, or in the case of those 
who sin in thought, and which may not 
be serious enough to renew the neces- 
sity for confession, extreme unction is 
administered asa sort of final breast- 
plate or armor to ward off the attacks 
of the devil in the passage of the soul 
from one world to another. 

Asin Gen, Sherman’s case the rite 
seems to have been administered 
without such confession and com- 
munion, and apparently without his 
knowledge, the pouring in of oil, 
therefore, has done the deceased hero 
no harm whatever, while the use of 
the sacrament has pleased the relig- 
ious sensibilities of his family. But 
as there are others who may not share 
in this opinion, and may wish to know 
that the deceugsed General died as he 
lived—an American soldier—it may be 
well to remind them that, without 
having previously partaken of confes- 
sion and communion according to the 
methods provided by the Catholic 
church, the ceremony has no signifi- 
cance whatever. 

Another condition necessary for the 
efficacy of. the sacramert—which is 
also wanting in this case—is that the 
priest must have previonsly “instructed 
and disposed the sick person to this 
sacrament.’’ He musi also recite cer- 
tain prayers prescribed in the ritual, 
which, as Gen. Sherman was uncon- 
cious during the process of anoint- 
ing, could not possibly be accomplished 
fully, or any religious consolation af- 
forded the dying person. * 

The oil used is supposed to be the 
oilof olives from the region of the 
Mediterranean, which oil is blessed by 
the bishop of the diocese on every 
Maunday Thursday in each year. The 
rite is performed by the priest dipping 
‘his thumb in the holy oil and anoint- 
ing the dying person in the form of the 
cross, at the same time invoking the 
Father, Sonand Holy Ghost to extin- 
guish the power of the devil against 
the soul. Then the priest makes the 
sign of the cross three times upon the 
eyes, nose, mouth, hand, and feet of 
the sick person, saying in Latin: 


“Through this holy -unction and 
His own most’ tender. mercy, 
may tho Lord pardon thee 


whatever sins thou hast committed by 
thy sight.”’ After making a general 
confession and repeating the litany 
and sometimes the seven penitential 
psalms—the formuia being more elab- 
orate in proportion to the wealth or im- 
portance of the dying sinner—he con- 
cludes as follows: ‘Look down, we 
beseech ‘Thee, O Lord, on Thy servant 
fainting under the infirmity of his body 
gud refresh a soul which thou hast cre- 
ated, that he, being improved by Thy 
chastisements, may be saved by Thy 
medicine through Christ our Lord. 
Amen.”’ 

This simple form: of ceremonial, 
which many of Gen. Sherman’s family 
considsr the fitting and concluding rite 
of the Catholic church in sueh cases, 
need excite no indignation among the 
Generai’s friends, the real object of 
its institution by Benedict XIV and 
other popes of the middle ages being 
to enable the priest#to obtain admis- 
sion to the sick chamber for the pur- 
pose of securing largess for the churob; 
otherwise the process of anointing the 
dying would be relegated to the laity 
in extreme cases, as in the sacrament 
of baptism.

SEWAGE DISPOSAL. 


A Clear Success in an English City— 
Letter from an Observer. 

|To the Editor of Imes.| I see 
once again that time-honored chestnut, 
“sewage,’’ and its disposal, has come 
to the front; and the various sug- 
gestions and plans for spending 
the taxpayers’ hard-earned money 
in such large quantities are very 
astonishing to. me. . The lowest 
idea seems tobe $250,000 and so on 
up to $750 000, and I can only suppose 
thatthe people who want to spend these 
vast sums must be purely philantbrop- 
ists wishing to benefit their fellows. 

Lam led to write you because 1 can- 
not understand why so simple a mat- 
ter should cause such a great deal of 
controversy. Iam, as I have told you 
before, of English origin, and before I 
came to this country I lived tor many 
years inacity whose natural confor- 
mation was very similar to this, i. e., 
the principal portion of the city was 
uniformly flat, and in much of. the 


of cash. Itgiower portions of the city the sewers 


bad to be laid very deep—much lower 
than the bed of the river-- hence there 
was considerable difficulty in dealing 
with sewage atthe outfall; and yet, 
if 1 am not mistaken, the expenses of 
working the disposal of the sewage 
were covered by the profits arising 
from the sale of the products. 

But what I am writing more espe- 

cially about is not the question of the 
light expense of dealing with tbe sew- 
age (for in any case that would be a 
very small item,) but the fact that the 
deodorizing process is so simple, and 
yet so perfect, that, although I lived 
for years within 200 yards of the out- 
fall works, and my summer evening 
walks were often taken where the 
road led past the works and overa 
little bridge under which the waste 
water ran to the river, yetweither in 
my house or garden, nor in my walks, 
did lever experience any unpleasaut- 
ness from the presence of the sewage 
from a city about the same size as this 
of ours—about 50,000 inhabitanis. I 
brought up my smal! family there, and 
a healthier lot cannot be shown in this 
city today; neither did any of us ever 
suffer any ill effects that I was aware 
offrom the sewage. 
Now, although not an engineer or 
professional daughtsman, I am fully 
competent to explain all the work- 
ings of this sewage disposal, because 
the whole matter is so simple; and I 
will gladly do so, either in a letter to 
Tue Tres or verbally to any one who 
would like to hear of it. Or I will 
give names and addresses of the engi- 
peer who designed and carried out 
this plan, and the mayor and some of 
the aldermen and council of the city 
in England I speak of, where thiseplan 
is still, after seven or eight years’ 
trial, acting successfully. The engi- 
neer I speak of is a personal friend of 
my own, and would, I feel sure, give 
any particulars necessary to convince 
even the strongest anglophobist that 
there may be some good in his plan, 
even if it is ‘*English, you know.” 

I should add that the fluid from the 
outfall works (clear water) runs into a 
tidal river, which must carry it back- 
wards and forwards, round half the 
city, “twice in the natural day,’ and 
if there were any unpleasant effects 
from it they would have been felt, and 
an injunction taken out, long ago, by 
the villa residents, whose lawns slope 
down tothe river’s edge. ButI as- 
sure youthere is no trace, either in 
the river or on its banks, that the 
fluid from so vast a quantity of sewage 
is constantly running into it.

long on this time-worn subject, else I 
would tell you the story of straighten- 
ing the river and reclaiming 100,000 
acres of splendid farming land from it.

VANDEVER AND, POWELL. 


Washineton Gossip About the Major 
and the Congressman. 

It is the talk here at the Capitol, by 
those who are supposed to know, says a 
Washington correspondent of the San 
Francisco Examiner, that Representa- 
tive Vandever has been made a tool of 
by Maj. Powell, chief of the Geological 
Survey. 

Vandever’s bili, recently reported 
from the Special Committee on Irriga- 
tion, is simply a Powell topographical 
survey scheme, very much reduced as 
to words, but not as to purposes. By 
it'the object is to secure a topograph- 
ical survey of the alleged irrigation 
districts under the direction of the 
Secretary of the Interior, which means 
a geological survey. 

This is, under another name, what 
Congress objected to last session. Pas- 
toral and timber lands with reservoir 
sites are to become community or dia- 
trict property. When the surveys are 
made, which, under Powell’s plans, 
will occupy several years and require 
several million dollars, the arable or 
irrigable public lands remaining are 
to be ceded to the several States and 
Territories. 

In cases of interstate irrigation dis- 
tricts the President is to withhold the 
transfer of the land until the States 
interested agree to the boundaries. 
Each district, as the old Powell bill 
provided, is to be a complete hydro- 
graphic basin, supplied, drained, etc., 
asa unit, 

Maj. Powell is renewing his legis- 
lative lobbying actively as the session 
draws to a close, and*there .is no prob- 
ability of an investigation into the 
geological bureau. Ir various ways he 
is pushing his efforts to re-establish 
the irrigation survey which Congress 
wiped out. Powell wants a complete 
topographical survey made of the res- 
ervation for canals, etc. Another 
small piece of lobbying bas developed 
in the effort to make Vandever’s 
committee a salaried one at 
$2000 per annum, in which Vandever 
counives. The committee is *special’’ 
and not “‘standing.’’? The first re- 
quires renewing by each house when it 
organizes. The House Committee on 
Appropriations seeks to bind the next 
Democratic Houge, and to secure per- 
manency for this committee by giving 
its clerk a reguiar salary for the fiscal 
vear of 1891-02" The clerk is a protégé 
of Maj. Powell. and was given his po- 
sition by Vandever. He is an invalid 
young lawyer, a resident of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, and knows nothing 
about irrigation, still tbe Republican 
managers assert that he is aman of 
‘scientific attainments.”’

could be done the life-crew returned to 
San Francisco. They will attempt to 
reach the wreck by boat. tomorrow. 

It is now learoed that there were on 

board the vessel at the time she struck 
twenty-nine persons all told. The 
starboard watch consisted of Second 
Mate Pendleton, a nephew of one of 
the original owners of the vessel, the 
boatswain and eight men and 
a boy im the forecastie. The port 
watch comprised Chief Mate Barklev, a 
boatswain and eight men and an orai- 
nary seaman. besides these there was 
&% Carpenter, a Russian Finn, a cook 
and a steward, both the latter China- 
men. The captain, bis wife and 
daugtiter made up the twenty-nine. 
Charlies Barday, chief officer, 
gave the followiag account of the dis- 
aster: “‘We came in on Saturday aft- 
ernoon. When opposite Lime Point 
the wind headed us off and we called 
for a tugboat, which was answered by 
the Alert. She threw us a hawser, 
which was carried away, and we set 
sails to keep our vessel from going 
on shore. The Alert came up 
again and we again took her 
line which was soon parted. While 
being towed we clewed up the sails and 
furled them. As soon as the hawser 
arted we began to drift to leeward. 
‘he sea was frightfully high, and the 
wind blew a veritable hurricane from 
the southeast. We drifted on a four- 
and-a-half fathom bank, We then 
launched the second cutter, manned 
by three men, for the purpose of 
getting a tow-line from the tug which 
hovered near us. The cutter was almost 
immediately capsized and its occupants 
thrown into the water, from which. 
they were rescued by others on the tuy. 
I then got thedingy over and wit 
two other men Itook the captain’s 
wife and two children and put them 
safely on board the tug Reliance. [ 
then returned to the ship and brought 
the yards about and tried by every 
“means Known toa navigator to save 
the ship from its impending doo 
Capt. Colcord was badly hurt during 
the afternoon in being thrown 
against the capstan aud was 
unable to move without great 
pain. Bnt he _ heroically retused 
to be sent ashore and stoutly protested 
that he was willlng to stay by the ship 
come whatever there might. The sea 
was breaking heavily over the ship’s 
decks and at last the angry billows 
tore out the steering gear and left us 
beyond the reach of human aid to bat- 
tle with the elements. 
The following are the only names 
Mate Barclay could give of those who 
were drowned: Capt. Colcord, Second 
Officer Pendleton, William Redmond, 
boatswain; ward Miles, boatswain; 
Carpenter Smith, Cris Olsen, able sea- 
man; Hans Nelson, able seaman; Oloff 
Bergstroff, able seaman. Besides these 
named nine other seamen and the Chi- 
nese cook went down with the ship. 


MUST HURRY UP. 


Only Eight Working Days Remain 
for Congress. : 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 22.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.| Only eight working 
days remain for the Fifty-first Con- 
gress, and from now on till the 4th of 
March the proceedings of both 
branches will be marked by haste.

FOREIGN AFFAIRS. 


Rigorous Measures to Suppress the 
Buenos Ayres Revolt. 

Paris, Feb. 22.—(By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.] Advices received by 
Gaulois from Buenos Ayres, are that 
the government troops revolted in the 
province of Cordoba and secured the 
governor’s palace.

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RICHES IN THE CONGO. 


ADVANTAGES OF THE FREE STATE 
_AND {ITS RESOURCES. | 


Stantey’s Views on the Proposed Emigra- 
tion ¢f American Negroes—The Country 
Offers Many Opportunities for Amass- 
ing Wealth—Idlers Would Suffer. 


Henry M. Stanley expressed his views 
to me on the emigration of the Ameri- 
can negro to the Congo Free State, the 


-opportunities that are there for him, and | 


the development of that country. 

“l am familiar,” he said, ‘‘with the 
fact that Senator Butler, of Sonth Caro- 
lina, made a proposition to the United 
States government that the American 
negroes be deported to the Congo Free 
State, but that isa matter that must be 
taken careof by the negroes themselves.” 

“What advantages would accrue to 
the negroes if they should emigrate to 
that country in large numbers?” 

“The advantages would be many. 
There is any amount of land to be had 


for the asking; the laws are favorable | 
| gone by. 


and calculated to promote happinese and 
content; the climate for the negroes is 
comparatively healthy; the soil is fertile 
and the country new, so that the slight- 
est cultivation cannot fail to be followed 
by the most gratifying results. In these 
facts lie the advantages that would fol- 
low for the emigrating negroes. Value 
at the same time must be given to the 
fact that they would become residents 
of their native land. Whites—thbat is, 
the Caucasian race—cannot cclonize 

Congo Free State. ps 

“A white man while living in the 
Congo valley three years would expend 
ten years of vitality and the white wom- 
an could not retain health. The result 
of this would be children of puny frames 
and inferior intelligence. It would have 
the effect of forever keeping the Congo 
Free State in a condition of inconse- 
quence among the nations of the world. 
With negroes forming the majority of 
its citizenship it would, with proper en- 
couragement, make remarkable develop- 
ment and in time become a great nation.” 

FORWARD OR BACKWARD. 

“Is there any possibility, if the Ameri- 
can negro should go to Africa, that he 
would, because of contact with the sav- 
ages, retrograde from a condition of 
civilization; or, on the contrary, would 
his presence there have a beneficial in- 
finence upon the growth of civilization 
among the natives?” 

“That is very difficult to answer. The 
laws of the Congo Free State have been 
made with the thought of having a civil- 
izing effect upon the savages. If the 
civilized blacks going into that country 
were developed morally, it is safe to say 
that their ‘contact with the savages’ 
would be happy. if, on the contrary, 
they were of degraded character, it 
would follow that they would deterior- 
ate, practice polygamy, etc.” 

“What obstacles would they have to 
overcome before they would become 
thriving colonists?” 

“No very great: obstacles would-pre- 
sent themselves. Sheep, goats and cattle 
are of prolific growth, and the rivers 
teem with fish, and to be successful it 
would only need that the colonists should 
show that kind of expression of industry 
that deserves success. The” emigrant 
should remember, though, that he is 
going to a land where desirable results 
are to be secured only after toil, and 
that, while nature is lavish in her gifts, 
yet bread would have to be earned liter- 
ally with the sweat of-the brow.” 

“Would they have any share in the 
conduct of government, the making and 
the executing of laws, etc., or would the 
whites attempt to dominate them?’ 

“At present the Congo Free State's 
government is entirely in the hands of 
the whites, but in my opinion, I think if 
any black man proved his capacity he 
would receive all that any could expect. 
Governor Janson had a Lagos negro as 
his secretary and he was an able man. 
He enjoyed much power in the colony. 
No, it would only be a question of the 
best material.” 
OPPORTUNITIES. 

“Would you advise the American ne- 
groes to go to the Congo Free State? In 
fact would you advise them to emigrate 
to any part of Africa?” 

“This is.a most delicate matter. I 
cannot advise the American negroes to 
go to the Congo Free State; it is a case 
where every individual must decide for 
himself. They should, however, not 
jump into something about which they 
have not been thoroughly advised. They 
should not forget that as colonists in the 
new country of Congo land they would 
not be settling down to repose in a bed 
of roses.” 

“Do you titnk that a commercial cor- 
respondence between this country and 
the Congo is a possibility” 

“Yes; the lethargy of American mer- 
chants in this connection is not only re- 
markable, but it is also deplorable. The 
Congo Valley offers every encourage- 
ment to commercial exploit. It is im- 
possible to estimate the value of its 
products. For instance, rattan cane, 
which is growing scarce in the market, 
in Africa grows in unlimited quantities. 
Of course there have been many obsta- 
cles to prevent the development of the 
Congo Valley trade, the most important 
of which has been the cost of portage to 
place of shipment. 

“A railway is now in course of con- 
struction, which, when completed, will 
remedy this evil, and those merchants 
who are now handicapped by the ex- 
pense of transportation will reap the 
benefits that must come as the sequence 
of their being on the ground. Ameri- 
cans seem to be dead to these opportu- 
nities. They ought to be there now and 
cultivating tz@de, so that when the rail- 
road is in operation to bring the interior 
nearer the coast they will be in a situa- 
tion to reapafair share of the profits 
that must follow. The American mer-

An Asylam or Wome for the Canadian 
J ariadiction— Votes. 

The subject of 4 Masonic asylam or 
‘home has boen under the consideration of 
the Canadian grand lodge for over thirty 
years. It was brought up at the sessions 
of 18589, 1860, 1861, 1862 and 1874. In 1862

that it would be imprudent to enter on so 
costly an undertaking until the fund set 


apart for such purpose had largely in- 


creased. The fund now amounta to $11,000. 

It may not be generally. known that 
there were 4,665 initiations last year and 
restorations and affiliations, making 
agrand total of 6,880 who joined the fra- 
ternity in that time. Deducting the deaths 
and losses from otber causes there was a 
net gain of 1,653. 

The grand lodge of Freemasons in Ire- 
land has recognized the grand lodge of 
Freemasons in New South Wales, and thus

A DRY TOWN WET. 


Everybody Keeps in Out of 
the Rain. 


LITTLE DAMAGE FROM WATER 


Local Trains Run on Time-—Rev. Mr. 
Ottman Intends Golng to 
Maline—Locals of Moreor | 
Less Interest. 


Prohibition or not, Pasadena was 
anything but a dry town yesterday. 
For the first time this season the rain 
descended in true California fashion, 
and unfortunate were the citizens 
whose business called them out of 
doors. Pasadena at best is not a lively 
town when it rains, and when the rain 
happens on a Sunday the effect is 
funereal, especially on the newspaper 
man who is daily and under all cir- 
cumstances called upon to serve up a 
certain quantity of news in a manner 
agreeable to all classes of readers. 

There was no half-way business to 


the rain yesterday. It kept falling in’ 


great’ volume all day, with a single 
brief interruption about noon, when a 
veavy fog settled over town. Water 
a the gutters rose rapidly, and by aft- 
ernoon every street was lined by two 
briskly-flowing streams. Superin- 
tendent of Streets Brown was out 
bright and early with a faithful at- 
tendant. There was aslight washout 
at the northwest corner of Marengo 
avenue and Colorado street. Further 
damage was prevented by elevating 
the plank crossing. While some of 
the streetsin the southern part of 
town were somewhat wasbed, no dam- 
age of any importance was reported 


andthe new system of surface drain- 


age, which provides that the avenues 
running north and south each takes 
care of its proportionate share of wa- 
ter, proved itself a great improvement 
over the former system. 

Local trains.on the railroads were 
but little delayed. The Terminal road 
bad some trouble at the short bridge 
north of Raymond station, but it did 
not prove serious. The highway 
between here and Los Angeles, follow- 
iug its usual custom, got into a deplora- 
iiie condition before night time and 
nade a drive to the city an extremely 
uapleasant, if not perilous, undertak- 
ug. Ifthe rain continues long at the 
»resent rate some serious damage will 
certainly result.
